S.R.O. 192, dated 7th July 1959. — The following amendments made by the 

Cantonment Board Pohrn Dun, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(3) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), to 
the byelaws for the regulation of the collection and recovery of the Trades and Pro- 
fession tax and its refund in Dehra Dun Cantonment, published under the 
Notification of the Government of United Provinces No. 4546/XI-19-C-25, dated 
the 12th December, 1932, are hereby published for general information, the same 
having been previously published and having been approved and confirmed by 
the Central Government, as required by subsection (1) of section 284 of the said 
Act, namely: — 


Amendment* 

In the said byelaws — 

(1) for byelaw No, 3, the following byelaw shall be substituted, namely: — 

“3. The tax shall be payable in advance — 

(a) half yearly in the case of shop keepers, on the 1st April and the 1st of 

October every year, and 

(b) in the case of howkers, on 1st of April every year. 

A tax card shall be issued for six months or a year, as the case may be provided 
that no tax card shall be valid after the 31st day of March following the date of 
its issue. 

(2) to the proviso to bye-law No. 6, the following words shall be added, 
namely: — 

“except in case of trades, professions and callings, mentioned against items 
Nos. 38, 39, 40, 41, 50, 51, 68, 69, 70, 71, 76, 88 and 89 of the Schedule. 

(3) after bye-law No. 6, the following bye-law shall be inserted, namely: — 

“6A. If any person ceases to carry on any trade, profession or calling, for 
a period of not less than ninety consecutive days, the Board may on 
the application of the, person concerned remit or refund such portion 
of the tax as it thinks fit. No remission or refund shall be made 
unless notice in writing of the fact that the person concerned has so 
ceased to carry on any trade, profession or calling has been given to 
the Board and no remission or refund shall be allowed in respect of 
any period commencing more than fifteen days before the delivery of 
such notice. 

Refund or remission shall be made for a full month and no refund or 
remission shall be admissible for a part of a month.”

60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Dehu Road 
hereby imposes, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, the 
following tax in the. Cantonment of Dehu Road, namely: — 


GENERAL SANITARY CESS at the rate of— 

(a) Rs. 8 per centum per annum on the annual value of buildings having 

private latrines; and 

(b) Rs. 0 per centum per annum on the annual value of buildings without 

private latrines. 

The tax is leviable on owners/occupiers of buildings situated within the limits 
of the Dehu Road Cantonment.
